MOSCOW (UPI) — Moscow 
newspapers Sunday hailed Mon- 
day's Geneva foreign ministers 
conferencce as a step toward 
peace but warned that Russia 
would refuse any Western 
package plan to settle European 
problems.

Izvestia said the Soviet Union 
and “other peace-loving nations

LONDON (AP)—Pravda Mon- 
day denounced the Western 
package plan for Germany and 
European security and declared 
it would be “lamentable” if it 
got to the foreign ministers con- 
ference table in Geneva.

Seldom have the 
foreign ministers of the Big 
Four assembled in a mood of 
greater doubt over their own 
capabilities to solve the issues 
before them—or, indeed, over 
what those issues really are.’ 

The New York Daily News de- 
clared: “It seems a fair bet that 
France and West Germany will 
be as tough and unyielding 
toward Gromyko as anyone 
could ask. The British attitude 
is another question, considerin 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan’s frequent remarks about 
flexibility and the need for a 
summit conference even if this 
Geneva meeting produces no re- 
sults.” 


London Comments 

LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Manchester Guardian (libe- 
ral) Monday commented: “The 
meeting of foreign ministers in 
Geneva, although of high im- 
portance, cannot be decisive ex- 
cept negatively.

U.S. Cannot 
Guard Berlin: 
Symington 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Sen. 
Stuart Symington (D-Mo) said 
Sunday U.S. forces in Germany 
are not strong enough to defend 
West Berlin against an armed 


military ground attack by the 
Russians. 


Symington who recently visit- 
ed the threatened city, said that 
one of the main deficiencies in 
this country’s military position 
is its inadequacy for handling 
limited or brush wars. 

But he said the U.S. still has 
the power to destroy the Soviet 
Union or any other nation that 
started a nuclear war. He add- 
ed, however, that over-all U.S. 
military strength is deteriorat- 
ing so rapidly that this retalia- 
tory power may be gone in 
three years. 

Symington said he did not 
believe the Russians intend to 
start any nuclear war over Ber- 
lin. He said Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev realizes 
that any atomic attack now 
would mean “the end of Russia 
as a nation.” 

Symington, a member of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee and a frequent critic of 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s defense policies, accus- 
ed the Administration anew on 
a television program (ABC-Col- 
lege News Conference) of “con- 
tinuing to reduce our defenses 
despite world conditions.”

Big-Four Meet Opens

Kremlin Bo Bows to

GENEVA (UPI)—Rus- 
sia and the West settled 
their dispute over admis- 
sion of the East German 
Communists to the Big- 
Four conference Monday 
and agreed to open Mon- 
day afternoon after all 
—though two-and-a-half 


hours behind schedule. 


Russia bowed to the West's 
flat refusal to accept the East 
German Reds at the same round 
table on a basis of equality, 


Instead, it was agreed that 
both West and East German de- 
legations would be admitted as 
“advisers.” They will sit at two 
small tables close to the big one 
at which the Big-Four foreign 
ministers themselves will be 
seated. 

The compromise was reached 
at a oneand-a-quarter hour 
meeting between the Western 
foreign ministers and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko. They met at the villa of 
British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd. 

Earlier, Gromyko had stalled 
opening of the conference, 
scheduled for 3:30 p.m. (11:30 
p.m. JST) by demanding that 
the East German Reds sit at 
the same table as the Big Four. 

Gromyko himself announced 
after the meeting that er 
plete agreement“ 


was reached. 
The opening — of the. 


conference was set for 6 p.m. 
(2 a.m. Tues. JST). 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Andrew Berding; U.S. delega- 
tion spokesman, confirmed the 
agreement. He said the two Ger- 
man delegations will have the 
right to speak—something the 
West objected to earlier. N 

But, Berding said, they will 
have to address themselves to 
the chairman, who will ask if 
there re any objections to their 
spea ing. 

Berding waved a yellow sheet 
of paper showing a hand draw- 
ing of the agreed seating ar- 
rangement,

Apparently the artist is him- 
self somewhat uneasy about 
this matter of style.

The export of plant equip-

The poor export showing was 
attributed by the Japan Machin- 
ery Exporters Association main- 
ly to a lack of foreign currency 
reserves on tne part of import 
er countries, especially develop- 
ing nations.

Ship exports totaled $209, 
800,000, showing a marked 
decrease of $13,280,000 from the 
previous year.

The widely heralded and much talked about foreign 
ministers conference in Geneva, in spite of the delay 
in the formal opening yesterday, has aroused a great 
deal of excitement and a general hope that at least suffi- 
cient agreement to justify a subsequent summit conference 
could be discovered. 

On both sides, the ground for the Geneva talks has 
been well prepared. The Western powers have had a 
whole number of discussions between themselves, and 
Moscow has been in consultation with its satellites through 
the Warsaw Pact nations conference in the Polish capital. 
So far as the results of all these conversations have been 
revealed, they show that the two sides have still little in 
common although there appears to be a disposition all 
round to avoid any armed conflict. If this is the only 
common d it is nevertheless a good: one, and there 
is a possibility that it may lead to some sensible under- 
standing as to just what the disputants may permit them- 
selves or not. We use the word “disputants” here advisedly 
for this is what the conference powers are up to the present, 
we fear. We wish it were otherwise and that we could 
say that this is a case of men feeling their way cooperatively 
ae a 

or ar. 


On arrival in Geneva, Mr. Christian Herter, U.S. Sec- 
retary of State, upon whose shoulders the mantle of Mr. 
Dulles has now been securely set, said the conference had 
three main purposes: (1) to see whether agreement could 
be reached: (2) to try to narrow the differences between 
the two sides; (3) to prepare constructive proposals which 
could be put to the heads of governments. Actually, we 
the second of these three purposes which 
the main effort of the conference.

1. To take world diplomacy 
for ‘good out of the relatively 
calm and professional atmos- 
phere of foreign ministerial 
negotiation and to put it all in 
the hands of a succession of 
summit meetings. Summit meet- 
ings, any and all of them, will 
be more «subject to the world’s 
emotional pressures if only be- 
cause any free leader will find 
it hard to say no to popular 
hopes under the white, con- 
stant light of total publicity. 

2. To make the West no 
longer willing to listen to what 
are, after all, its ultimate ex- 
perts in the science of survival, 
the military men.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Washington P said “No 
amount of soft soap from Seoul 
can obliterate the fact that the 
Korean Government of Syng-

In an editorial entitled “Dr. 
Rhee’s Muzzle,” the Post declar- 
ed: “The closing of Kyungyang 
Shinmun, a leading opposition 
newspaper is not exactly a sur- 
prise, but it demonstrates bold- 
ly the authoritarian bent of the 
regime. (U.S.) Ambassador 
Dowling had extra reason to 

rotest the action because the 

ee Government invoked an 
old statute from days of the 
American Military Government 
for a purpose which plainly 
was not intended. 

“If this were an isolated inci- 
dent, conceivably there might 
be some extenuation. But ever 
since the strong-arm e of 
the ‘national security’ law last 
December along with other 
measures designed to insure Dr. 
Rhee’s reelection, the Govern- 
ment has made obvious efforts 
to intimidate the Democratic 
Party opposition and to perse- 
cute newspaper critics. 

‘Kyungyang Shinmun is a 
newspaper supported by Catho- 
lic sources and which in turn 
supports the Democratic—and 
Catholic—vice president of Ko- 
rea, John Myun Chang, who has
